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An Eissey Day To Remember 


Legislative Funding 


PBCC President 
Edward M. Eissey spoke 
to friends, colleagues 
and family members who attended the ceremony 
naming the North Campus in his honor. 


The 1990 Legislature approved several Public 
Education Capital Outlay (PECO) projects for 
Palm Beach Community College. A major 
accomplishment was the retention of $8.7 million 
which was approved during a prior legislative 
session but not clearly defined in terms of use. 
The funds will be used for an 
auditorium/exhibition facility on the Eissey 
Campus and an additional construction project 
on the state-approved priority project list. 


In addition, $1.8 million of the $8.7 million will 
be used to satisfy a funding shortfall for 
construction of the South Campus Student 
Services/Administration Building. The 
legislature approved half of the $3.6 million 
needed for this project. 

The College also received a $433,989 
legislative appropriation of PECO funds for the 
renovation/remodeling of PBCC's Central 
Campus Dental Health Labs. Another $688,078 
is earmarked for safety standards 
improvements and repairs on Central Campus. 


New Mascot, College Colors and 
Logo Update PBCC’S Image 

The Florida Panther has been adopted by the PBCC Board of Trustees to 
the Pacer as the official mascot for Palm Beach Community College. 
The animal was recommended by the PBCC External Marketing 
Committee (EMC) to symbolize the College’s concern for the 
environment as well as to present a strong, aggressive image of its 
student groups. 

In addition, the EMC recommended new College colors of green and 
white, replacing green and gold. Again, the colors are representative 
of the trend of the 90s to emphasize sound environmental practices. 

The new logo incorporates a palm tree and sun, which are 
trademarks of the community that the College serves. The design 
portrays the uniqueness of Palm Beach Community College in 
contrast to Florida’s other 27 community colleges. 

External Marketing Committee was established in 1989 to 
involve community leaders in the process of promoting Palm Beach 
Community College and making marketing recommendations. The 
participants, most of whom are alumni of the College, were selected 
from the fields of media, advertising, film, public relations, corporate 
relations and public service. 


It was a day of sunny skies, warm smiles, and congratulations for the man 
of the day... Edward M. Eissey, President of Palm Beach Community 
College. The PBCC Board of Trustees recognized Eissey's 16 years of 
service to the College by naming the PBCC North Campus in Palm Beach 
Gardens as the Edward M. Eissey Campus during a special ceremony on 
September 14. 

The program included comments from Board Vice Chairman Homer J. 
Hand who focused on Eissey’s exemplary leadership of Palm Beach 
Community College. He praised Eissey’s commitment to excellence in 
education by saying, "It is through your efforts that PBCC has become one 
of the premier community colleges in trie nation." 

Other speakers honoring Eissey included Senator Philip D. Lewis, PBCC 
Distinguished Chair of Arts and Letters Watson B. Duncan III, PBCC 
Foundation Board member Frances R. "Dolly" Hand and Eissey's daughter 
Lynn Ciklin. In addition, over 500 colleagues, friends and family members 
were present to share the occasion with the President. 

In accepting the Palm Beach Community College resolution naming the 
North Campus as the Edward M. Eissey Campus, Eissey said, "Words 
cannot convey the appreciation that I feel." 

In his remarks, Eissey focused on the importance of education. "It is one 
treasure that can never be lost or taken away--it is forever," he said. 

Eissey was also honored by the City of Palm Beach Gardens. To 
commemorate the special event, City Commissioners proclaimed 
September 14 as Edward M. Eissey Day in Palm Beach Gardens. 

Appointed to the Board of Trustees for Palm Beach Community College in 
1973, Eissey served as Vice Chairman in 1974 and Chairman in 1975. He 
joined the College as the first and only Vice President of PBCC’s North 
Campus in 1975. In 1977, he assumed the position of President Sect and 
became President in 1978. 

Under Eissey’s leadership as Chief Executive Officer of Palm Beach 
Community College, student enrollment has grown from 10,000 students in 
1976 to over 46,000 students in 1990. The College now offers 76 majors in 
the Associate in Arts degree, 46 Associate in Science degrees and five 
certificate programs, in addition to hundreds of Continuing Studies 
programs. 

Vigorous expansion of campus facilities, new and innovative educational 
programs, increased cooperation with business and industry and closer ties 
with local and state government are hallmarks of Eissey’s administration. 

Of particular note, he was instrumental in developing PBCC’s North 
Campus. 

With the cooperation of the state legislature and community leaders, 
Eissey accomplished the transformation of PBCC’s North Campus from a 
temporary facility at Palm Beach Gardens High School to the present 
108-acre site with five permanent buildings on PGA Boulevard. 

The newly-named Edward M. Eissey Campus includes a classroom 
building, library and learning resource building, the Philip D. Lewis Center 
for Business and Industry Technology, the Burt Reynolds Student Center 
and an administration building. In the near future, an educational 
auditorium/ exhibition facility will also be added.

Many times, we go through our daily lives reflecting on our accomplishments and lost 
opportunities. Focusing on the past is not the most beneficial way to project and plan our 
future-individually or academically. To meet the challenges and demands of tomorrow, we 
must strive harder today to plan continuous improvement for our future efforts.

Challenges of the next decade will require the Eissey Campus to utilize the creative powers 
of every College employee. As administrators and managers, we must encourage the 
needed changes to ensure that there are systems and subsystems designed to support their 
search for improvement. Policies and procedures cannot be permitted to prohibit employees’ 
release of creativity and the desire for improvement from becoming reality. 

To allow improvement to occur, faculty, administrators and staff at the Eissey Campus must 
leam who the customer is that we strive to delight-that is, giving our customer more than 
could be imagined as possible. Each person has a part in improving our subsystems that 
work in intricate, interdependent relationships to larger systems, thus moving the Eissey 
Campus toward its mission. We must view the Palm Beach Community College Edward M. 
Eissey students, current and future employers of our students, and the communities in which 
our students are residents, as our external customers. 

Improvements can only occur if we are willing to change. Our customers must be the 
people from whom we obtain information on a systemized basis to enable us to know what 
parts of the subsystems and systems to change.

QUALITY 
IMPROVEMENT 
TRAINING OFFERED 
TO LOCAL 
BUSINESSES 

Training in the new and innovative 
concept of quality improvement is being 
offered at the Eissey Campus in addition 
to on-site business locations. The 
opportunity is provided to teams from 
small-sized and medium-sized 
businesses desiring to obtain quality 
improvement training at a reasonable 
cost. 

The principles of W. Edwards Deming, 
who was instrumental in the post World 
War II reconstruction of Japan’s 
economy, serve as the basis for quality 
improvement. The method he introduced 
is, in part, responsible for transforming 
Japanese products into the highest 
quality items available in the world. 

Deming focuses on the importance of 
meeting the needs of customers. 
Emphasis is also placed on using 
statistical process as the basis for 
decision-making. 

Deming stresses that each company 
must work out its own quality 
management adaptation which is suitable 
for the organization. He also cautions that 
while the change to quality improvement 
is never easy, the benefits are great. 

The quality improvement program is the 
initiative of Palm Beach Community 
College, working in cooperation with the 
Palm Beach County Quality Council. 
Richard Miller, who serves as President 
of the Council, said, "The quality program 
is offered through PBCC in response to 
the needs of the community." 

In support of the training program, the 
Palm Beach Community College Board of 


Trustees proclaimed October as Quality 
Month. In addition, the College co-hosted 
a seminar via satellite on October 2 which 
featured nationally-recognized leaders in 
the quality field. 

Palm Beach Community College is 
implementing a pilot quality improvement 
program for its own employees. To date, 
three PBCC administrative teams have 
been trained in the quality process. 

Plans are underway to gradually establish 
additional teams on each PBCC campus 
to practice the quality process. An 
implementation team has been appointed 
to develop an adaptation of quality 
improvement that is appropriate for PBCC. 


EDUCATIONAL 
PARTNERSHIPS AND 
COMMUNITY SUPPORT 
OF NEW PROGRAMS 

The Sunshine State Skills Grant 

program continues to offer training 
opportunities to new, expanding or 
diversifying businesses. This is a 


partnership opportunity which provides 
grant funds for instructors. 

Businesses are required to match the 
grant in an amount that is equal to, or 
greater than, the grant amount. The 
match can be in the form of dollars, 
personnel expenses, company trainer 
expenses, travel, equipment, materials, 
supplies, facilities or other "in-kind" 
services. 

Phase I of a partnership training 
agreement with Northern Telecom 
received a Sunshine State Skills Grant of 
$37,800. This fall, a request for $112,200 
to fund Phase II will be submitted. 

The training for Northern Telecom 
provided two college credit classes which 
focused on the principles and 
applications of hydraulics and pneumatics 
in an electronics manufacturing facility. 

To reduce travel time and provide more 
lab hours for students, PBCC lab 
equipment was moved to the Northern 
Telecom facility in Riviera Beach. 

Another program offered at the Eissey 
Campus is Respiratory Care which is a 
three-year Associate in Science degree. 

It provides opportunities for 
currently-employed respiratory care 
technicians to upgrade their skills for 
certification. 


The PBCC Respiratory Care program is 
supported by a consortium of local 
hospitals including Jupiter Hospital, Palm 
Beach Gardens Hospital, St. Mary’s 
Hospital, John F. Kennedy Hospital, 

Boca Raton Community Hospital, Good 
Samaritan Hospital, and Delray 
Community Hospital. The program was 
implemented in response to the shortage 
of properly-trained and licensed 
respiratory care personnel. 

Ornamental Horticulture is another 
Associate in Science degree offered at 
the Eissey Campus, in addition to Central 
and South Campuses. Representatives 
from the plant nursery, growers, 
landscape, golf course and pest control 
industries have assisted the College in 
planning and implementing this new 
program. 

Among the 15 specialized courses 
offered are an Introduction to 
Horticulture, Ornamental Plant 
Identification and Golf Course/Turf 
Management. 

The program focuses on careers in 
Nursery and Garden Center Grower/ 
Operator, Sales; Golf Course Operations, 
Landscape Design, Installation and 
Maintenance; Interiorscape; and Sod 
Production. 
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The desire to challenge and stimulate others attracts some individuals to the teaching 
profession, and many students have chosen a career goal at an early age. However, Virginia 
Brooks, a Communications faculty member from the Edward M. Eissey Campus, didn't know she 
would become a teacher. In a sense, she was chosen by her profession. 

As a college student at the University of Tennessee in Knoxville, Brooks served as a Baptist 
student summer missionary. She was an English major and was uncertain as to whether she 
wanted to teach. The summer missionary program gave Brooks the opportunity to teach adult 
students. She remembers that a colleague commented on her enthusiasm for teaching. At that 
point, Brooks said she realized she enjoyed teaching and decided to become a teacher. 

Before coming to PBCC, Brooks taught English at Edgecombe Technical College, Clayton 
Junior College, Waubonsee Community College and the University of Tennessee. She also was a 
substitute teacher at Proviso Township high schools. 

Currently, Brooks is teaching freshman English and literature at PBCC. She has also taught 
freshman composition, developmental writing, written English for the deaf, grammar, report 
writing, business communications, oral communications and reading. Her philosophy of teaching 
has changed through the 18 years that she has been an instructor. Brooks said that in the last 
few years, she feels it has become more important for a teacher to teach the student how to 
learn the material, especially in courses such as English and literature. “What I try to do is not just 
present a body of information,* she said, “but to help the student understand, interpret and use 
the material outside the classroom." 

Recently, Brooks was selected as the recipient of the College’s Excellent Teacher Award. 

Additionally, she is involved in many campus and district projects and professional organizations. 

Brooks chaired the Prep English/Combined Prep Discipline Cluster for three years, served on a 

district CLAST coordinating group and set up a CLAST-type essay grading workshop at the Eissey Campus. She has also served on several search committees, was involved 
with the “Learning to Learn" workshop last year, and has participated in articulation activities with area high schools and colleges. 

Brooks has assisted with the Beachcomber, several Phi Beta Lambda activities and the Edward M. Eissey Campus “Writes’ of Spring Festival. Her professional memberships 
include the National Council of Teachers of English, the Southeastern Conference of English in the Two-Year College and the National Association of Developmental Education. 
Brooks is most active in the Florida Developmental Education Association, where she recently concluded her term as an Executive Board Member. 

PBCC Eissey Campus Provost Ottis Smith said of Brooks, “The Palm Beach Community College Edward M. Eissey Campus added another master teacher to its staff, who 
seeks continuous improvement of the learning experience.' Many future students and educators benefited because a young Baptist student summer missionary chose to pursue 
a career in teaching one fateful summer.

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NO TIME FOR 
HOLIDAYS... 
MONTE MARKHAM 
KEEPS PACE WITH 
SUCCESS... 


Death took a holiday and Monte 
Markham became a star. Well, maybe 
not quite in that order, but nonetheless, 
Markham landed plum roles on 
Broadway, in television and films, and in 
the process, became a recognizable face 
with a famous name. And, yes, as an 
actor he could hold his own, and he has 
done so since his early days as a PBCC 
student taking direction from Watson B. 
Duncan III. 

The two met recently when Markham 
stopped by the College's Central 
Campus to take his mentor to lunch. "I 
was early," Markham recalls. "I heard 
him (Duncan) in the auditorium lecturing. 

I hadn't expected that for some reason. I 
hadn't heard him lecture since 1955...and 
yet, his voice still commanded the same 
power and strength. It was as if nothing 
had changed; I was stunned.' 

Indeed, much has changed since the 
early years when Duncan approached 
Markham to be in one of the College’s 


theatrical productions. "My life was 
forever changed because of Duncan,* 
Markham says smiling. 'I probably would 
have been a lawyer and not an actor had 
he not pushed to get me involved in the 
theatre. He wrote a letter to the 
University of Georgia heralding me as 
the "second coming of the greatest actor 
in the world!" Markham is laughing now. 

Duncan has only praise for his prized 
pupil and is quick to point out that he 
knew Markham had what it took to make 


it "big" from the very first day he saw him 
walking across campus. "Monte had star 
quality, and he had the drive to succeed 
both academically and professionally,* 
Duncan says proudly. 

Markham graduated from Palm Beach 
Community College in 1955 and went on 
to the University of Georgia where he 
received his BFA in 1957 and his MFA in 
1960. His acting career soon followed, 
and his role in Death Takes A Holiday 
would be one of his many starring 
vehicles. 

*1 love my career, and I'm 
fortunate to be doing 
something I enjoy. But I 
wouldn't trade my 
education for anything. 
Education helps...it 
certainly helped me. 
There is no question 
that an education 
increases the richness 
of your life.* Spanning 
three decades, 
Markham's career has 
been a remarkable journey of 
steady success and 
happiness. His wife and two 
children have supported 
Markham’s work; and while 
they have not followed him 
into the theatrical arena, they 
understand his need to be

there and to assume the personas of the 
many characters he has portrayed. 

Most recently, Markham played Don 
Thorpe on NBC’s Baywatch and teamed 
with longtime friend Kermit Christman in 
support of the Palm Beach Shakespeare 
Festival. Markham hopes to act in one of 
the theatre troupe's productions in the 
coming months, but it will all depend on 
his schedule. 

"There are a lot of parts I’d like to take 
on, especially in the theatre," Markham 
says. "But I don't always have the time 
because of one commitment or another.* 

While Markham says "feature films are 
wonderful and seductive because they 
are forever," his first love is the theatre. 

*1 suppose I enjoy theatre the most 
because it is intimate and live.Jt is the 
true test of an actor’s ability to play a 
scene once and make the audience 
believe.* 

Like many before him, Markham is a 
graduate of the Duncan School of 
Dramatists He, like Watson B. before 
him, swears that he will die happy...with 
no regrets...on stage. These actors, they 
are a breed apart, just act them ...or is 
that ask? 




ROXANNE: THE REAL 
PRIZE PULITZER 

Some called it the greatest rags to 
riches story since Cinderella. Others 
were not so kind. She is undoubtedly the 
most famous, if not infamous, divorcee 
since Wallis Simpson became the 
Duchess of Windsor. 

Now hosting her own television talk 
show a la Joan Rivers and Oprah 
Winfrey, Palm Beach Community College 
alumna Roxanne Pulitzer is making a 
name for herself, not just using the one 
she received at the altar. During her 
much-touted divorce from publishing heir 
Peter Pulitzer, Roxanne found herself at 
the center of a fire storm that stopped just 
short of a public lynching. 

Banner headlines on papers worldwide 
trumpeted her personal life and that of 
everyone remotely connected to one of 
Palm Beach’s most visible families. The 
details of her marital split were oftentimes 
sordid, but the final blow for Roxanne 
came when she lost custody of her twin 
sons, Mac and Zac. *1 was devastated," 
Roxanne recalls. "But I also knew that I 
would keep fighting for custody of my 
sons no matter how many times I had to 
go back to court. I refused to give in to a 
power structure that many felt I could 
never beat." 

A self-proclaimed survivor, Roxanne has 
since battled for, and won, an amicable 


agreement regarding the custody and 
visitation of her children. As a lecturer, 
Roxanne is in high demand. When she 
speaks to her many standing-room-only 
audiences, her topic is not the woes of 
divorce, but the painful subject of child 
custody. 

"I advocate joint custody," says 
Roxanne..."at least when both parents 
are fit to serve as guardians. I strongly 
believe that the matter of child custody 
should be settled before the parties 
involved get into the courtroom. Children 
should not become a part of the anger 
that divorce can generate." 

Once Roxanne began putting her life 
back together, she realized that her 
options in the job market were somewhat 
limited because of her celebrity. She 
taught aerobics for a time; and when her 
first book, The Prize Pulitzer, became a 
best seller, Roxanne realized that she 
enjoyed writing and had found a viable 
career path. 

The Prize Pulitzer became a 
highly-rated TV movie; and 
Roxanne, once again, found 
herself the center of attention, 
albeit not always positive. "I 
didn't have any control over 
the movie version of my 
book,* says Roxanne. *1 was 
a consultant..which doesn’t 
mean much. The movie 
could have made an 
important statement about 
our legal system...in a divorce

it’s not always who's right and honest but 
whoever enacts the best movie or drama 
in the courtroom." 

While Roxanne felt a great sense of 
personal loss after her divorce, she 
nonetheless maintained her desire to 
make a life for herself and her sons. *1 
believe in the theory that the glass is half 
full, not half empty. I believe you can be 
anything you want to be." 

A strong proponent of higher education, 
Roxanne was an honors graduate of 
PBCC in 1973. "My fondest memories 
are of Watson B. Duncan’s class. He 
really sparked my interest in 
Shakespeare, Byron...all the great 
writers. I used to sit in the front row," 
Roxanne pauses,...* and I never missed 
a class," she says laughing. 

"I always wanted to go to college, but I 
went to work first. I think you really 
appreciate things more when you work 
for them yourself. I always encourage 


higher education. It'll be your greatest 
gift and reward in life. What you've 
learned, no one can take away from you. 
PBCC gave me the academic foundation 
to pursue my dreams.* 

For now, Roxanne is busy working on 
her talk show and promoting her new 
novel Twins. She is quick to point out 
that her novel may be about twins, but 
not hers. "The twins in my book are 
women and grown,* Roxanne says. 

"This novel is not a continuation of The 
Prize Pulitzer: 

Roxanne Pulitzer. She’s happy. She's 
doing things her way. She’s following 
her dreams. Does she have any 
regrets? *1 sometimes wonder why 
things are as they are, but I wouldn’t 
change a thing...alter one decision. If I 
did, I might not have the two blessings I 
have in my life...and to have Mac and 
Zac, I’d live through everything all over 
again."

Original Facility Becomes College Property 


The original Palm Beach Community College (then 
Junior College) building on Gardenia Street in West 
Palm Beach has been presented to PBCC by the 
School Board of Palm Beach County for the token 
payment of $10. The sale was unanimously approved 
by members of the School Board of Palm Beach 
County during their September 5 meeting. 

During the PBCC Board of Trustees meeting held on 
September 12, the property was accepted. Final 
acceptance is contingent upon the results of a land 
survey and an environmental hazards study of the 
location. 

The building will be preserved as the College's 
historic museum and archives. To fund the operation 
of the museum, PBCC will apply for historic 
preservation grants and will solicit private donations. 

Palm Beach Community College was established in 
1933 on the campus of what was then Palm Beach 
High School. PBCC, the oldest public community 
college in Florida, remained at the original location 
until 1948 when it moved to Morrison Reid.

ENROLLMENT 
CONTINUES TO CLIMB 


At the end of registration, final figures for 
fall term 1990 indicated that PBCC 
enrollment increased a record 12.89 
percent, with a total of 19,372 credit and 
non-credit students. This compares to 
last year's figures when 17,160 were 
enrolled. Students also registered for a 
record number of semester hours, 
133,246.3, up 12.84 percent over fall 
term 1989. 



PBCC TUITION TO 
INCREASE WINTER 
TERM 


A five percent increase in student fees 
for tuition and matriculation has been 
approved by the Palm Beach Community 
College Board of Trustees. In addition, 
the College will implement a $1 per credit 
hour capital outlay fee. These increases 
will be effective for winter term 1991. 

During the 1990 legislative session, a 
bill was passed which allows community 
colleges to increase student fees up to 
five percent. The legislature approved 
the fee increase as a replacement budget 
to be used to assist in funding the unmet 
needs of community colleges. 

President Eissey said the five percent 
increase will raise in-state resident tuition 
to $26.50 per credit hour and out-of-state 
tuition to $49.80 per credit hour. In 
evaluating the impact of the increase, he
